Drops Successively in Three Para- 
chutes and Comes to Earth 
North of Town 


| It was a great day for

iby Miss Lucielle Belmont, scheduled 
for the Tate afternoon, had to be put 
off until evening. Her balleon is in- 
flated by hot air and a column of flame 
is injected into the big bag. Should 
the balloon sway about overmuch it is 
liable to be set on fire during the in- 
| lation process and the exhibition 
| management is not desirous of paying 
for new balloons at the present price 
of such articles. A balloon was burn- 
ed in Calgary in exactly that way. So 
the waited for comparatively calm 
wedther eo a wat . 


It was an interesting sight, after the 
| fires had been started, to see the great 
| canvas recepticle swell and and ex- 
| pand until it formed a huge ball, tug- 
|ging at the hands of two score men 
{and boys, volunteer helpers, who held

| There were no preliminaries and no 
| stageplay. Someone in authority 
shouted, “Let go,” which everyone 
| promptly did and the next instant the 
| balloon shot aloft, with the closed 
| Parachute hanging beneath it and Miss

“Good-bye,” she called, as, waving 


j; her hand to the crowd, she sailed 
heavenward 
Wafted by the southwest breeze, 


the balloon travelled toward the north 
part of the city, growing smaller and 
smaller as it receeded. When ap- 
parently about half a mile distant and 
two or three thousand feet up, Miss 
Belmont detached her first parachute 


distance when the apparatus opened 
and she floated easily downward. 

Shortly afterward she detached a 
second parachute and the performance 
was repeated and, a few moments 
later did the same thing again for 
the third time, All three parachutes 
and the collapsed balloon were in the 
air at the same time, descending be- 
yound the housetops somewhere north 
of Parkdale district 

The balloonist’s assistants, in an 
automobile, sped away to pick up the 
lady and to recover the dispersed ap- 
paratus, all of which was successfully 
accomplished.

Lendon, July 9—Raiding operations 
eartied oyt Monday night by British 
troops in the region east of Arras net- 
ted a few prisoners, the war office 
announced Tuesday morning. South of 
the Bomme viver the German artillery 
has been 4isplaying activity in bom- 
barding the positions recently captur- 
ed by British forces there. 

London, July 9—British naval eir- 
planes in the period between July 4 
and July 7 dropped six tons of explo- 
sives on German works at Ostend, Zee- 
brugge and Bruges. Direct hits were 
observed on buildings and vessels, Five 
German airplanes were destroyed and 
three others driven down out of econ- 
trol. All the British machines re- 
turned.

Mr. McGregor’s Address. 


“I appreciate very highly the honor 
which you have conferred upon me by 
asking me to open this great exhibi- 
tion, and while I hesitate to accept at 
their full value, the many kind expres- 
sions embodied in the address which 
you have just read, I need scarcely say 
that I appreciate to the full the friend- 
ly spirit which prompted them,” sald 
Mr. McGregor in reply to the address, 

“At the outset allow me to congratu- 
late you on the splendid plant you have 
bullt up in this city for the holding of 
your annual exhibition, It is second 
to pone and I can realize the time and 
energy spent by your directors in the 
building up of this groat property. 

“Also, I wish to congratulate you on 
the magnificent display of all that is 
best in live stock. The most encour- 
aging feature of the exhibition to my 
mind {s the large increase in the nym- 
ber of young breeders who are bulld- 
ing up the foundations for pure bred 
live stock in your own province, These 
young men should have every encour- 
agement possible. While they should 
have this encouragement, they must 
also be prepared to meet all comers in 
the show ring, and do it successfully. 
I look forward to the day in the future 
when Alberta will be the banner pro- 
vinee of Canada for the produetton of 
live stock. Where else in America can 
you grow the crop of oats and barley 
that will equal in weig@@, quality or 
quantity produced to the acre. 

Barley and Oats for Feed. 

‘With barley and oats for feed and 
the roughage which can pe fice In 
such abundance in Northern Alberta, I 
venture to say that nowhere on the 
American continent can better or 
cheaper beef be produced. 

“Have we not proved that Western 
Canada can breed and feed on the pro- 
duce of our own farms, animals that 
éan compete successfully with the corn 
fed animals that are fed in the south. 

“In this connection f would say that 
while climatic conditions in the south- 
ern part of this great province are at 
present such es to render it likely that 
a considerable amount of young stock 
will have to be disposed of, there is no 
doubt that taking the province as a 
whole, most of this can be retained for 
the future enrichment of our people. 
I would, therefore, urge that every ef- 
fort should be made by the people of 
Northern Alberta to safeguard the 
situation and by proper co-ordination 
of effort to prevent this stock leaving 
the country to at least as great an 
extent as possible. 

Irrigated Land. 

“You have referred to my connec- 
tion in the development of a large irri- 
gation project in Alberta. With refer- 
ence to this I wish to point out that 
Southerm Alberta is possibly the larg- 
est tract of land suitable for the grow- 
ing of alfalfa under irrigation, in Am- 
erica, With the close of the war the 
irrigated tracts will be fully developed 
and I look forward to the day when 
Alberta, through the growing of ao 
large acreage of alfalfa, barley and 
oats, will be feeding a large propor- 
tion. of the cattle that will be exported 
from Canada. Nowhere in Canada 
have we the same opportunity as you 
have in Northern Alberta to grow 
barley and oats of a quality that can- 
not be equalled and the irrigated tracts 
will furnish the alfalfa—a combina- 
tion that can produce meat most eco- 
nomically. ~ 
Decrease of Meat-Producing Animals. 

“At the close of this war Europe 
will be practically bare of al! kinds of 
meat-producing animals and up to the 
beginning of this year showed a de- 
crease of 115 millien head, and while 
the Allies’ requirements are about one 
billion five hundred million pounds of 
bacon, Canada's whole production was 
only about 125 million pounds, or say 
5 per cent. These figures will show 
you the dire necessity for Canada not 
only to develop her live stock for the 
purpose of feeding the Allies during 
the war, but also to put herself in the 

osition that she will be able to furn- 
ish large quantities of meat when the 
war is over. 

‘When the war {fs over and condi- 
tions become normal in Europe, the 
production of wheat will increase very 
rapidly, but it will take many years 
for conditions to become normal as

visability of Holding Fairs. 

“Some criticism has been made of 
the advisability of holding agricul- 
tural faire during the war. I wish to 
point out that even in England where 
they are so much closer to the actual 
field of battle, small shows are still 
@neouraged. We, in Canada should 
keep our fairs going !f at all possible. 
It may be necessary if the war con- 
tinues, to somewhat curtail them, but 
as an object lesson, and as an incen- 
tive to better agriculture generally, 
these shows should be continued. 


Labor. 


You were asked by the government 
to increase your production both in 
gtain and in edible meat. You have 
responded in a manner that f# cer- 
tainly creditable to the farmers of 
Western Canada. Through the opera- 
tion of the Military Act the country 
has again been combed for men. From 
the tremendous pressure on the Wes- 
tern front, the government deemed it 
advisable to send the last available 
man; they were in possession of all the 
facts. It is now up to the government 
to do everything in {te power to find 
sufficient labor to replace these men. 
The government has assured me that 
our recommendations made for the 
obtaining of men are having consid- 
eration. YI confidently expect that 
such recommendations, or other 
equally effective means will be taken 
to provide men to take off the har- 
vest. It is not necessary for me to 
point out that as far as possible all 
labor should be utilized within your 
own province. It is expected that every 
man in Western Canada will make it 
& personal matter, and where at all 
possible, will get out on the farms, 
either for a portion of the time during 
the harvest, or for a portion of each 
day and do h!s bit towards saving this 
crop. It is hoped that merchants in all 
the towns will agree to close their 
atores for a portion of each day and 
that the men will be so organized that 
they will be taken to the fields in au- 
temobiles and assist in every way pos- 
sible in the saving of this crop. This 
system was worked out last year, and 
in parts of Western Canada a large 
proportion of the work was done by 
veluntary aid from the cities. The boys | 
at the front are sacrificing their lives, | 
thousands of them are returning to| 
Canada maimed and broken in health. 
They have made this sacrifice cheer- 
fully. You are being asked to make 
@ personal sacrifice which entalis 
nothing but your personal ineonven- | 
fence. As against the sacrifce of the 
boys your sacrifice is nothing. There- 
fore as director of agricultural labor 
for Canada Food Board, I appeal to 
the men of the towns and cities of 
Western Canada to co-operate with the 
farmers to the utmost of their en- 
deavor if saving this crop. 

Food Board. 

You have referred to my connection 
with the Canada Food Board, and I 
wish to say that it is a very difficult 
position. We have done the best pos- 
eible under very adverse circum- 
stances, and if we have not satisfied 
the public, I bave the satisfaction of | 
knowing that ¥ have done my best | 
and when I feel that my usefulness In | 
present position is done, I will gladly | 
make room for some one else.

Rome, July 9—Three Italian sailors 
and one Italian soldier are being tried 
by a court martial on a charge of hav- 


ing blown up the Italian battleship 
Benedetto Brin, on September 27, 


1916, by placing an infernal machine 
in the gunroom, The defendants are 
Achille Moschinef, Gugliermo  Lait- 
olino, Mario Azz6ni, all bluejackets, 
and Trooper Giorgio Carpl. 


The Benedetto Brin was blown up in 
the harbor of Brindisi with the loss
